Mr. ( lark's Career and Treatment of 
the News Most Result in a Little 
Chastisement—Another Offense and 
the Second Degree for Him.

Newark, Ohio, July 8.—Carl Ether­ 
ington, 22 years old, employed Thurs­ 
day night by the State Anti-Saloon 
League as a blind tiger raider, was 
lynched here at IO:So tonight follow­ 
i n g a day of almost continuous riot­ 
ing. 
The heavy doors of the Licking 
County jail were battered down and 
Etherington was dragged from his 
cell. 
He was shot, kicked and bruised 
before the street was reached and 
the finish followed quickly. 
Etherington early in the evening 
k 
confessed he killed "William Howard, 
proprietor of the Last Chance res­ 
taurant and former Chief of Police, in 
a raid of an alleged "speak easy” in 
a raiding scuffle at 1:30 this after­ 
noon and narrowly escaped lynching 
at that time. 
When newTs from the hospital that 
Howard had died passed over the 
city at 9 oclock tonight the fury 
of the mob took definite form. Large 
battering rams were directed upon 
the doors of the jail and the deputies 
were powerless. The doors fell after 
nearly an hour’s attack. 
Crying piteously, 
Etherington, 
a 
curly headed Kentuckian, who has 
been serving as a strikebreaker since 
he was released from marine service 
three months ago, was dragged forth. 
‘‘I did not mean to do it,” he wail­ 
ed. His cries fell upon deaf ears. 
Fearing that the mob spirit would 
not be satisfied by one victim, Sheriff 
Linke immediately asked Adjt. Gen. 
Weybrecht for troops to protect six 
other ‘'dry” raiders held at the city 
prison 
in 
another 
section 
of the 
town. 
A hurried guard was thrown out 
their defense. The mob after the first 
taste of blood seemed to suiet, but 
it is feared that they will storm the 
city prison before the night is fin­ 
ished. 
Etherington’s last moments, while 
he heard the mob battering down the 
doors, were spent in parying and 
writing a note to his parents, farm- 
• er sresiding near Williamsburg, Ky. 
‘What will mother say when she 
hears of this?” he kept moaning to 
the jailer.

There has been some adverse com­ 
ment on the action of the city coun­ 
cil in re-letting the paving contract 
to the Shelby Downard people at 
their original bid, over a new and 
lower bidder. 
The reason for this act, when ex­ 
plained to the property owners effect­ 
ed by the contract, has been, as a 
rule, satisfactory, but that the gen­ 
eral public might know, I am mak­ 
ing a statement which I believe, each 
councilman voting therefor, will agree 
explains the reason for such action. 
Mr. Downard and representatives of 
the bond buyers came to Ada two 
weeks before the new proceedings 
were begun for the purpose of pro­ 
ceeding with the assessing ordinance 
and stated that they could not do any 
work until the assessing ordiance be 
came legal, which, in following the 
law, would require 120 days, and if 
during that time, no injunction pro­ 
ceedings were filed (and 
it 
wa3 
known there would be) they would 
begin active work. The mayor ob­ 
jected to this delay on account of 
having the sheets of the business 
district torn up during the cotton 
and trade sz^son of the fall. After 
considerable argument between the 
mayor and contractors, the former 
made a proposition that, if satisfac­ 
tory with 
them 
(contractors) 
he 
would recommend to the council to 
rescind the original paving resolution 
and readvertise for bids for the pur­ 
pose of curing what defects or ir­ 
regularities existed in the former 
proceedings, if they in return would 
agree to begin work immediately aft­ 
er the re-letting and further agree 
that their new bid would not exceed 
the original one. 
Mr. Downard, at the outset, object­ 
ed to this, but after consulting the 
attorneys for the bond buyers, he 
agreed to the readvertising and re­ 
letting of the contract, provided he 
isad some assurance from the coun­ 
cil that they would be given con­ 
tract at the old price. 
Mayor Little then talked to a ma­ 
jority of the councilmen, 
and 
ex­ 
plained the proposition which he had 
made to Mr. Downard and each mem­ 
ber approached, agreed that if Mr. 
Downard was willing to co-operate in 
correcting the irregularities which ex­ 
isted, they thought he was entitled 
to the contract at the original price. 
On these conditions, the bond people 
prepared the new proceedings for the 
reletting which cured all defects and 
irregularities thus irsuring the re­ 
moval of probable cause for injunc 
tion. This agreement, an action on 
the part of the council, results in a 
saving of four months time, in both 
the beginning and completion of the 
work. Another consideration. Under 
the first contract, the property own 
ers would have been required to pay 
the first assessment on Sept. the 15th 
of this year, while under the new 
contract this assessment falls one 
year later. A total of nearly $14,000 
which the property owners will get 
the benefit of for more than twelve 
months. 
This benefit, coupled with 
the added advantage of getting im­ 
mediate paving without the bother­ 
ation of court injunction, which would 
mean indefinite delay, is, in my mind 
good reason for the action taken by 
the council, to say nothing of the 
honorable obligation to the Shelby 
Downard people who had already in 
vested upward of $4,000 in the work 
and who were not in the least degree 
responsible for the defects in the 
original letting, but which they were 
willing to have corrected upon the 
solicitation of the councilmen. 
We have an exact analogous cose 
in the letting of the 12th street con 
tract. After the original letting, de 
fects were found after work had be 
gun. To cure these defects in red 
tape procedure the council re-opened 
the whole matter and gave the con­ 
tract to the same people at the same 
price over a much cheaper bid; and
